At 7 this morning he spoke 
briefly to an

workingmen in the West bottoms— 
men in working 
clothes and with 
dinner pails in 
hand. 
Tw o hours 
later, 
after 
breakfast and an in ­ 
formal reception at the Coates, he 
made a second and longer speech in 
the 
open 
air 
at 
Eleventh 
and 
Grand avenue before a crowd of at 
least 12,000 people from every walk 
in life. 
He had been cheered ail 
along the line of march from the 
hotel to the heart of the big assem 
blage, and as he was driven away 
the cheers again began and kept 
pace with every footstep until he 
was aboard the train and away. 
Advices received here during the 
day tell of Mr. Bryan’s trip through 
the state as a 
triumphal 
march. 
Everywhere he was received with 
the greatest enthusiasm, the grand 
demonstration at St. 
Louis

tha climax.

T w o Flo rid a Maid efts Receive So u ve­ 
n irs fro m K in g Oscar. 
On the night o f August 7, 189 4, 
the No rwegian ship Cathrine, Capt. 
Sv endsen, during a fearful sto rm 
which raged o n the gulf, was driv en 
bro adside o n the o uter beach o f Santa 
Ro sa island, o ne and o ne-half miles 
w est o f the life sa v ing statio n. 
She 
was disco v ered when day bro ke by 
Capt. Bro adbent, keeper o f the sta ­ 
tio n. 
The wav es were breaking o v er 
her, and the life sav er knew that she 
must so o n go to pieces. 
Under the kaw at that time, the 
life sav ing crews were no t o n duty , 
and o nly two o r three o f the men 
were at the statio n. 
There were 
also two v isito rs, Co l. 
J. A. Dav is, 
o f Washingto n, special agent o f the 
pensio n bureau, and 
Mr. C, K. 
O’Neal, o f this city , who had go ne 
o v er io the island and were detained 
by the sto rm. 
They pro mptly v o l­ 
unteered to a ssist Capt. Bro adbent, 
but H was fo und, say s the Flo rida 
Citizen, that they were no t sufficient 
to ro ll the gun do wn the beach to 
a 
po int where a life line co uld be sho t 
o v e,r to the do o med v essel. 
The sto rm w a s in crea sin g in fury , 
a u d no tim e w a s to be lo st, if the 
Crew w ere to be sa v ed. 
A t this 
i 
’tincture the two daughters o f Capt. 
Iro &dbent, Isabella, aged six teen, 
a ndSallie, aged thirteen, v o lunteered 
to a ssist. 
With their aid the gun 
was ro lf.cd do wn the beach o ne and 
o ne-half mites, thro ugh a blinding 
sto rm o f rain and a hurricane which 
nearly swept them fro m their feet. 
After sev eral attempts the life line 
was sho t o v er o ne o f the masts o f 
the ship and secured by the sailo rs. 
The life ear was then rigged, and fo r 
ho urs thesU two brav e y o ung girls 
wo rked like men, until the last o ne 
o f the eighth en men o f the crew was 
safely landed o n the beach. 
The 
ship went to pieces that night. 
Capt. Sv endsen and his men were 
filled with gratitude to their res­ 
cuers,. and especially to the two 
y o ung girls who had brav ed such a 
wild sto rm to sav e them. When they 
returned to No rway they laid the 
matter befo re their go v ernment, and 
King Oscar was deeply mo v ed by 
the tale o f hero ism. He immediately 
gav e o rders to hav e prepared two 
beautiful so uv enirs, to be presented 
to the two y o ung girls in the name 
o f the peo ple o f No rway . These co n­ 
sist o f two handso me silv er lo ckets 
with heav y silv er chains, appro pri­ 
ately inscribed, and inclo sed in hand­ 
so me cases, with the ro y al arms o f 
Sweden and No rway embo ssed in 
go ld o n the co v ers. 
Each lo cket has 
o n the o utside in large, heav y raised 
letters o f beautiful design the mo no ­ 
grams o f the two girls—“ I. B .” and 
“ S. 13.” —and o n the inside o f each 
are two richly engrav ed go ld tablets, 
o n o ne o f which appears the cro wn 
and mo no gram o f the king and o n the 
o ther “ Fo r a No ble Deed.” 
These so uv enirs » were fo rwarded 
to the No rwegian co nsul at this 
po rt, C. F. Bo y esen, lo be presented 
to the Misses Bro adbent. 
They ar­ 
riv ed, and the co nsul, acco mpanied 
by a number o f ladies and gentle­ 
men, including Co l. Dav is, who was 
o ne o f the hero es o f the rescue, went 
o v er to the life sav ing statio n to 
make the presentatio n.
